fossils." 


And he constructed his 1952 


platform under the familiar "Fair 
Deal" banner as he predicted "We 
are going to elect a president 
next year." 


Relished Applause 


He didn't say it would be Harry 


%5. Truman, but the way the Demo- 
crats stood up and cheered—and 
his own obvious relish of the ap- 
plause—made things pretty clear 
to those around. 


Mr. Truman headed for his 


home in the Midwest after a 
couple of San Francisco speeches, 
in which the off-the-cuff political 
talk at a party luncheon created 
more excitement than its major 
foreign policy address opening the 
Japanese peace treaty conference 
last night. 


The president left by plane at 


8:02 a.m,, CST today for Kansas 
City, where he started on the 
road to the presidency. Mr. Tru- 
man planned a hometown visit in 
suburban Independence the re- 
mainder of the week. 


It'* Unanimous 


Senator Magnuson 
(D-Wash), 


who wa.s among those cheering 
mhf. president or.,at the luncheon 


speech, told a reporter, with ob- 
vious satisfaction: 


"I thought he threw his hat into 


the ring." 


And that was what just about 


everybody else among the up- 
wards of 750.others at the lunch- 
eon thought, too. 


The president's campaign-like 


talk appeared to be as much of 
a bomb-shell to the party workers 


his assertion that new weapons 


are being developed which would 
destroy civilization in the event 
of another all-out war.

"It is fantastic what can happen 


with the use of new weapons 
that are now under construction 
in this country, not only the one 
which we all fear the most, but 
there are some weapons which are 
fantastic in their operation."

Resume Questioning of Bankrupt Dealer 


Taxes, Plane, 
Checks Figure 
In Bankruptcy 


U. S. Attorney in 
Attempt to Untangle 
Muddled Finances 


Francis Spellman, Jr., was 


questioned extensively today 
on his income tax returns by 
United States Atty. Robert 
Bourland in bankruptcy hear- 
ing before Referee .John. P. 
Devine. 


No indication was given in 


testimony by Spellman as to 
the whereabouts of more than 
$250,000 of government grain 
which is now listed as "miss- 
ing." 


The hearing was held in the li- 


bary at Devine's law office as 
Judge Robert Bracken was hear- 
ing the docked and motions in the 
Lee county 
circuit courtroom 


where the previous bankruptcy 
hearings were held. 


27 Present 


Twenty-seven lawyers and credi- 


tors of the bankrupt Spellman 
feed and grain company were 
present at the hearing this morn- 
ing. 


Spellman is now under bond on 


three federal criminal charges of 
embezzlement, conversion of gov- 
ernment property and lying to a 
government agency because of the 
"disappearance" of the govern- 
ment grain. 


The hearing this morning start- 


ed late as the reporter Helen 
Heckman, secretary to Morey 
Pircs. did not know it was to be 
.held in Devine's-off ice. 


JKIles Corporation Report 


Spellman, who claims that his 


bankrupt business consists of a 
partnership and a corporation, 
testiffed that a corporate income 
tax "was filed for 1950 but that a 
partnership income tax was not 
filed. 


He admitted that partnership 


returns were filed in 1949, 1948 
and 1947, when questioned by 
Bourland. 


The 1950 corporate 'return was 


prepared by Bill King, a grain 
company 
bookkeeper, Spellman 


said. Under further prodding about 
his income tax, he testified that 
he did not file an individual re- 
turn for 1950, but may have done 
so for previous years. 


Explains Plane 


An airplane was listed by Spell- 


man in filing his bankruptcy pe- 
tition and he was called upon to 
explain its use. He said it was 
originally purchased to call on 
customers 
in .New York and 


Pennsylvania and was later used 
to deliver tires and to make re- 
pairs to trucks in transit. 


He said trips made by plane 


included two to Chicago on busi- 
ness, two to Madison, Wis.. to pick 
up truck parts; one to James- 
town, N.Y., because of a truck 
accident; one to Ryan, O., to help 
repair a truck; one to Rochester, 
Minn., to try and collect a bill, 
and one to Washington. D.C., to 
get some papers signed. 


He said that expenses for the 


piane were paid out of a bank 
account used for both the corpora- 
tion and the partnership at the 
Oregon, Wis.. bank.

Lee County Lincoln Highway 
Improvement Rates Third on 
JList, State Engineer Reports 


Highway improvements on Alt. Rt. 30 in Whitsidc. Lee, DeKalb 


and Ogle counties planned by the state highway department may have 
to be "deferred" due to a shortage of funds, according to a letter 
written to Sen. Dennis J. Collins, DeKalb, by Frank N. Barker, chief 
highway engineer, Springfield. Total cost of the projects would be $2,- 
662,000. 


Barker explains that planned 


improvements of the 
highway 


from, DeKalb to Sterling were 
based on the assumption that the 
revenue increase proposals recom- 
mended by Gov. Stevension would 
be approved. 


Revenue Estimate Down 


The letter states, "In view of 


the fact that the legislation finally 
enacted will yield substantially 
less revenues during this biennium 
than was assumed, a considerable 
number of projects tentatively 
programmed will have to be de- 
ferred." 


Barker adds that the projects 


considered most essential will be 
worked on first. A project in Ogle 
and Lee counties from the Ogle 
county line to Nachusa is' listed 
as third in importance. This would 
be the widening of 25 miles of 
existing pavement to 22 feet and 
its bituminous surfacing. Esti- 
mated cost is $1,000,000. 


Open Bids 


However, bids have been, open- 


ed for $60,000 worth of work be- 
tween Geneva and DeKalb, the 
engineer explains. Also, the con- 
tract has been awarded. The work 
includes intermittent bituminous 
surfacing on Alt. 30 as "stop gap" 
work to keep the highway in use 
until complete improvement can be 
made. 


At the top of the tentative list 


of improvements in 4.2 miles of 
concrete pavement in Whiteslde 
county from Morrison west. Esti- 
mated cost is $420,000. 


Next will come a. stretch from 


Morrison east to the junction of 
U.S. 30 and Alt. 30 9.2 miles of 
widening of the pavement to 22 
feet and bituminous surfacing. 
Estimated cost is $800.000. 


Third On List 


The third project is the one 


in Ogle and Lee counties while 
fourth on the list is in DeKalb 
county from DeKalb to the De- 
Kalb-Ogle county line, nine miles 
of widening existing pavement to 
22 feet and bituminous surfacing 
estimated at $342.000. 


Barker concludes his letter to 


the state senator by saying, "I 
am not in position to say whether 
or not all of the above described 
projects can be retained on the 
program. They are listed in order 
of their priority sequence and 
this indicates their present rela- 
tive prospects for being built in 
this two-year period."

Food Cost 
At '51 Low 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Wholesale 


food prices this week dropped to 
a new 1951 low, according to the 
Dun & Bradstrcct food index. 


The index fell from ?6.89 last 


week to $6.82 in the sharpest 
week-to-week decline since early 
July. The index still was 2.6 per 
cent above the year-ago level of 
$6.65, however. 


The index represents the total 


cost at wholesale of one pound 
each of 31 foods in general use. 
This week it's at the lowest level 
since the $6.80 of last December 
19. The 1951 high to date was 
7.31 on Feb. 20. 


Eleven of the 31 foods repre- 


sented were lower in wholesale 
cost this week, with the pork 
products, hams, bellies and lard, 
pacing the decline. Seven foods 
were a little higher, the rest un- 
changed. 


Higher were corn, rye, oats, 


milk, cottonseed oil, potatoes and 
steers. 


Lower were wheat, hams, bellies, 


lard, butter, cheese, sugar^ Cocoa, 
raisins, currants and hogs.

memorial opera house, where the 
president spoke to the

session of the Japanese

treaty conference. 


NBC estimated that 20,000.000 


watched this first transcontinen- 
tal video broadcast. Other esti- 
mates were higher with the tele- 
cast beamed to stations in 54 
cities. 


These stations cover an

NEW YORK—(AP)—President Truman's mention of "fantastic 


weapons" which "could wipe out civilization"—his phrases at San Fran- 
cisco last night—apparently was a reference to planes of incredible 
speed and guided missiles which will travel equally fast or faster. 


The president may also have 


hsd in mind certain highly-secret 
inventions in the field of electronic 
controls which are even more fan- 
tastic than either of these. 


Can Carry A-Bomhs 


The high-speed planes and guid- 


ed missiles can carry atom bombs, 
hydrogen bombs and radioactivity 
bombs. They can carry also an 
older weapon—free, in the form 
of n«palm, or improvements in 
liquid fire.

Bcrendsen, New Zealand ambassa- 
dor, who said the rules of pro- 
cedure were adequate and formally 
moved for their adoption. 


Oscar Gaits, minister of atatt of 


Cuba, seconded. 


Can*?* Stir 


Andrei Gromyko, head of the 


Soviet delegation, walked to the

He called attention to the fact 


.hat representatives of the Chines* 
People's Republic (Red China), 
were not represented.

neople had fought against Japan- 
ese militarism and were victims of 
their aggression.

participating' in the conference. 


He declared the Soviet govern- 


ment proposed that an invitation 
be sent to the Central People's 
government 'of China to partici- 
pate from the very beginning. 


"That is why I have asked th» 


conference to take- action on the 
matter right now." 


Gromyko talked for six minutes.

Acheson said the matter of busi-

« beginning there was a good chance the Communists really 


'„ wanted a cease-fire in Korea. 


But since the Kaesong negotiations got down to serious 


'. talk about an armistice line, the Reds have not acted as if 
' peace was their goal. The recent grave breakdown, signalled 
' by transparently false charges of a truce-site bombing by 
; allied forces, merely is the most shocking example of Com- 
" munist arrogance and deceit.• • • 


Why this turn of events? 


: 
. Only the unfolding of the San Francisco story will tell 


• us whether the Reds' behavior at Kaesong had close relation 
I to Moscow's plans respecting the Japanese treaty. If there 
; is a marked link, Russia has a hard bill of goods to sell. For 
• the trend of the truce talks has done little to, enhance its 
' reputation as a champion of peace. 


It could be, of course, that the truce negotiations were 
! just a stall for time while Red forces prepared for a new Ko- 


rean offensive. The breathing spell theory still is very much 
alive. The Reds may have hoped for the added advantage of 
; Drugging the West with false hopes and thus slowing up re- 
• armament 
« • * 


Yet back of all this lies the notion that at the start the 
; Communists may genuinely have desired and expected a set- 
• tlement. If that should be so, what changed their minds?

A clue may be found in Secretary of State Acheson's tes- 
; timony at the MacArthur hearings last spring. Acheson con- 
l veyed the distinct impression that we would be satisfied with

They could not hide behind some propaganda subterfuge

So far as we can judge, the Reds do not want peace in 
; Korea that badly. They cannot bring themselves to allow

Also Did Russian Propaganda

NEW YORK, Sept' 3—Life magazine, the peeping Tom of Amer 


lean Journalism, has published a feature on our strategic air com- 
mand, consisting of text and intimate photographs- 
The photo- 


graphs were made by Margaret Bourke-White and a part of the 
text is hers, too, describing * flight in a B-47 
bomber whose details are supposed to be'secret. 


In "Who's Who in America" Miss Bourke- 


White's biography says she is associate editor of 
Life. It also says she was associate editor of For- 
tune and was for a time chief photographer for the 
late PM, a scurrilous propaganda exploit of Mar- 
shall Field of Chicago which often followed the 
Communist line in its campaigns. 


Life and Fortune are properties of Henry Luce, 


who was born in China and is known also as 
China-Boy and Fui-Pi-Yu. It annoys him to be 
so called. 


Miss Bourke-White's biography says she produced moving pictures 


called "Eyes on Russia" and "Red Republic." These were sympa- 
thetic propaganda films. 


She also did a photographic mural for the Soviet consulate in 


New York. 


In the compendium of the house committee on un-American ac- 


tivities, Miss Bourke-White is cited thirteen times. 


The first citation names her as a member of the national ad- 


visory committee of the American Youth Congress. The committee's 
report describes this congress as "subversive" and says that for 
seven years from 1934 to 1941 it was "one of the most influential 
front organizations ever set up by the Communists in this country." 
The second citation names her as a member of the national advisory 
board in 1937 when it would have been in mid-career as a Communist 
front, according to the committee. 


Margaret Bourke-White is list- 


ed as a contributor of photo- 
graphs for a magazine called Art 


'ront. Several known Commu- 


nists are named In the same list. 
Phe committee report says the 
Communists organized an artists' 
union "to daub on walls of public 
buildings paintings of revolution- 
ary significance." It relates that 
he magazine Art Front carried a 
tory by Hugo Gellert, "Commu- 
nist illustrator for the Daily 
Worker," in which he boasted 
hat a group of artists compelled 
he trustees of the New York 
duseum of Modern Art to hang 
a number of pro-Communist works 
n an exhibition. 


Miss Bourke-White is named 


as a "representative individual" In 
a document issued by the co-or- 
dinating committee to lift the em- 
bargo on' war material to the 
Communist army in the Spanish 
civil war- 


The committee "was one of the 


numerous Communist-front enter- 
prises 
which 
were 
organized 


around the Communists' agitation 
over the Spanish civil war," the 
text reads. 


She next appears as a "spon- 


sor" of a'movie ball by the Film 
and Photo league.

She is next mentioned as a 


"Sponsor" of the League of Wom- 
en Shoppers, which is thoroughly 
exposed in the commentary and 
named as a Communist front. The 
next citation names her as a 
"sponsor" of the New York local 
of that league. Then comes a re- 
print of a document published by 
the parent league naming Mar- 
garet Bourke-White as a "promi- 
nent and progressive woman" 
who indorsed its work. 


Under the'heading "Party Line 


Publications" the report naturally 
lists the Sunday 
Worker, and 


names Miss Bourke-White as a 
'contributor." 
Finally, she is listed as an "em- 


inent American" in a committee 
reprint of a political advertise- 
ment in the New York Times 
which had the form of an open 
letter to the American people. It 
exhorted them to use their influ- 
ence to force Congress to repeal

Play for the 'Bird in Hand9 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Here's a little Canasta problem 


for 'you. The chances are you'll 
get it right, if only because it's 
supposed to be a problem. Most 
people would do the wrong thing 
in actual play. 


You and your partner each have 


seven or eight cards. You have 
closed a couple of canastas and 
have melded six natural kings, 
four queens with a pair of deuces, 
and some lesser melds. The op- 
ponents have made a canasta of 
tens and one or two small melds 
of spot cards, but have not meld- 
ed any picture cards. 
They're 


both trying for out. 


While you^r enjoying all this, 


you draw from the stockpile and 
find that you have picked up the 
last wild card. You're a fine Ca- 
nasta player, so you know that 
it's the twelfth and last wild card. 
Naturally, you want to make'a 
canasta with it, because the oppo- 
nents may draw their out-card at 
any moment. 


Where do you add the deuce? 


Do you put it on the six natural 
kings or do you put it together 
with the four queens and the two 
deuces? 


Most players would add it to the 


queens. They wouldn't want to 
spoil their chances for the na- 


tural canasta of kings. 
Would- 


you play it that way too? 


You shouldn't. If you add tho 


deuce to the queens, there are 
only two cards in the deck that 
will 
complete your canasta of 


kings. But if you add the deuce 
to the kings, there will then be 
four cards in the deck that will 
complete your" canasta of queens. 


In other^ words, the right play 


gives you twice as good a chance* 
to make both canastas. It's bet-^ 
ter to have a full chance at 300 
than to have a half chance at 
500. 
. 


What's more, the opponents will 


very often be holding both the 
kings in this kind of situation. 
They can spare the 
room for 


these two cards, perhaps, but they 
can't try to collect and hold the 
four missing queens. If they do 
so, they will probably have 
give up their play for out, and 
then you will profit much more 
from that than If you had made 
the natural canasta.

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Whooping Cough Serious 
For Infants, Elderly Folks 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M. D. 


Among the contagious diseases 


whooping cough still ranks high 
as a cause of prolonged illness and 
a menace during the school year. 
One child coming with whooping 
cough into the schoolroom may 
spread the disease. 


But this isn't all because chil- 


dren can bring it home to baby 
jrothers or sisters or to elderly 
members of the household and 
whooping cough can be very se- 
rious indeed for the very old and 
he very young. 


The severe bouts of coughing, 


even though' they may \&s\ for 
iveeks, are generally more annoy- 
ng than dangerous to the school 
age child. In babies and in the 
elderly, the strain on the heart and 
ungs can cause penoumonia, bron- 
chitis, heart failure, and even 
death. 


For this reason, even if one were 
lerfectly happy about the dis- 
agreeable features of whooping 
ough for school children and the 
oss of weeks of school, it would be 
good if whooping cough could be 
ilaced among the has-been dis- 
ases. 
Actually, progress in the prob- 


em of conquering this disease is 
rather encouraging. There is avail- 
able a vaccine which seems to pre- 
•ent many cases of whooping 
•ough and make others more mild. 
f the doctor recommends it, the 
•accine can be given when a child 
s about six months old. 


Treatment also has taken some 


>ig strides forward. An immune 
serum has been reported of con- 
iderable value. And now at least 
one of the newer antibiotic rela- 


tives of penicillin appears to give 
fine results. 


Indeed, the improved methods of 


treatment can prove life-saving lor 
infants and the elderly. 
FACTS TO KNOW 


Parents ought to be familiar^ 


with two or three other things* 
about whooping cough. The incu- 
bation period, that is the time be- 
tween exposure and showing 
symptoms of the disease, varies 
between about four and 20 days 
but is usually about 10. 


Also the first symptoms consist 


of slight fever, running nose, and 
they cannot be easily distinguished 
from an ordinary cold or from the 
first stage of measles. 
< 5 


But it is at this time that the" 


disease is most contagious so here 
is another reason why it is best to 
keep a youngster with symptoms 
of a cold away from school or 
from other children in the family.

atomic world war, nor «ny other 
kind of world war, was the pre- 
diction made to 
the 
American 


Chemical 
Society 
today by Dr. 


James B. Conant, 
president of 


Harvard. 


We shall come close to a world 


war. There will be smaller wars. 
But. the turning point has been 
passed already. It came in 1950 
when the free nations decided to 
rearm. 


Dr. Conant's subject was "A 


Skeptical Chemist Looks Into the 
Crystal Ball." He was one of the 
wartime top scientists in making 
A-bombs. 


"I see in this crystal ball," he 


said, "neither an atomic holocaust 
nor the golden abundance of an 
atomic age. 
On the contrary, I 


see worried'humanity endeavoring 
by one political device after an- 
other to find a way out of the 
atomic age. 


"The year 1984, 
for- example, 


does not glare with menace in my 
crystal ball. Paris, London, Ber- 
lin, New York, Moscow, still stand 
phyically undamaged by any ac- 
tion since World War II. 


"How did the industrialized na- 


tions avoid de-industrializing each 
other by atomic bombs? Only by 
the narrowest of margins; and 
only because time 
and 
again, 


when one side or the other was 
about to take the plunge, the ex- 
pect military advisers could not 
guarantee ultimate military suc- 
cess. 


"Of course the turning point was 


in 1950, the first year when col- 
lective security became a reality. 
For when the free world had once 
made up its mind to meet each 
type of military threat of the 
Soviet union 
with 
a 
defense 


against that threat, and no longer 
relied on the magic 
of 
atomic 


bombs, 
from that' moment on 


hopes for an eventual 
disarma- 


ment revived.

"By the middle 1950's I see bal- 


anced forces again at tht> disposal 
of the Atlantic treaty nations. It 
is then clear in Moscow that there 
can be no easy march to the 
channel ports. 


"To be sure, for a decade or 


more the series of battles in dif- 
ferent parts of the globe and the 
economic sanctions had time and 
again nearly precipitated World 
War m. 


"I find the 1960's the time when 


constructive steps away from war 
are first being taken. Fifteen or 
20 years after the first atomic 
bomb was fired, a sober appraisal 
of the debits and credits of the 
exploitation of atomic fission had 
led people to decide the game was 
not worth the candle."

Myer army 
chapel to the graveside, an honor 
guard composed of men of the 
Third infantry regiment, military 
heirs of the regiment which fought 
the last battle with the Indians 
53 years ago at Leech Lake. Minn. 


The records of Sergeant Rice 


listed only two occupations, farm- 


er and rifleman'. Me fought in 
New Guinea and the Philippines 
in World War II with the 32nd 
division. For a brief period after 
the war he returned to civilian 
life. He reenlisted in the regular 
army early in 1946 and went to 
Korea in August 1950.
